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NEGROES WHO HAVE HADE, AND 
ARE MAKING HISTORY 




MR. PRIMUS HAYNES 

Mr. Primus Haynes, of Lake 
Charles, Louisiana, who is in this 
city on a visit to his son, A. J. 
Haynes, is a member of a group 
of men who won imperishable 
renown in that tragic period of 
the Nation’s history known as 
the Civil War. When the black 
phalanx was marching to the mar¬ 
tial tune of “We Are Coming, 
Father Abraham; Two Hundred 
thousand strong, in response to 
President Lincoln’s call for colored 
volunteers, Mr. Haynes, then a 
young man, left a Louisiana plan¬ 
tation and joined the lanlcs of 
that loyal marching host. 

He was transferred from the 
ranks to the Navy, and was one 
of the gallant men who manned 
Admiral Farragut’s fleet at Vicks¬ 


burg and Port Hudson, and helped 
to reduce the Confederate forts, 
wiping out the opposing fleets 
and made it possible for the “Father 
of the waters to again float unvexed 
to the ocean.” 

At the naval battle of Mobile 
Bay, with the gallant, fearless, 
F arragut, at his own request, 
lashed to the rigging of his flag 
ship, Mr. Haynes was among the 
brave men who, executing Farra¬ 
gut’s orders, sent the rebel fleet 
to the bottom of the bay; thus 
completing the re-establishment of 
our naval authority over the face 
of the entire mighty deep. 

Mr. Haynes left a Louisiana 
plantation in 1863 to help put 
down the rebellion and put in 
force everywhere the proclamation 
of Emancipation. Having assisted 
in freeing his people and 
re-establishing the National 
authority in the seceeding states, 
he returned to his home in Louisiana 
and for the past thirty years has 
been an employe of the Lock- 
Moore Lumber Co., of Lake Charles, 

Mr. Haynes is a‘visitor of dis¬ 
tinction and should be honored 
by our citizens, as his distinguished 
service to his race and nation 
deserves. 


interest in public affairs, especially 
those looking to the advancement 
of members of his race. He has 
already been prominently men¬ 
tioned as candidate for councilman 
next year. He is universally 
popoular; this with the growing 
disposition on the part of the liberal 
white people to give the Negroes 
representation will make his 
election very probable. 


Mr. C. C. Flint. 

Mr. C. C. Flint is not only the 
leading grocer in the city, but the 
pioneer in that business. His 
splendid success against heavy 
odds had much to do with the 
success of others who subsequently 
entered the business. 

Mr. Flint is a public-spirited 
man and has always taken a deep 


J. B. LOVING, Adj. Genl of 
E. & W. H. K. of P. 

Mr. J. E. Loving, owing to his 
long and honorable service as 
deputy sheriff, who has won the 
sobriquet of “Major” at the sheriff’s 
office, has held the position of 
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deputy sheriff for ten years. His 
services as deputy sheriff have 
been of such a character that he 
has never been “upon the carpet,” 
as the officers call it; and among 
the numerous employees of the 
sheriff’s office no man is higher 
esteemed by the people who have 
business in that department. 

In launching business enterprises 
among the colored people Mr. 
Loving is the pioneer. He began 
by establishing the first fuel and 
feed yard conducted by colored 
people in the city. He opened 
the first colored real estate office. 
He established the first rubbish 
hauling company in the city which 
has furnished paying employment 
to hundreds of colored men. As 
a result there are a half a score 
of colored rubbish companies in 
the city doing business which 
amounts to many thousand dollars 
annually. It was through his 
far sightedness that the K. oi 
P.'s secured a lease on the Golden 
Seal Park and threw it open to 
pleasure seekers regardless of race 
or color. He has proven a bene¬ 
factor to his race in many direc¬ 
tions. The help he has rendered 
to colored men r who have had the 
misfortune to get into trouble, 
has cost him hundreds of dollars 
for which he received no returns 
except the satisfaction of having 
coven relief to those in distress. 

From the above it will be seen 
that Mr. Loving is an all around 
big man with a keen fore sight 
that brings things to pass. Mr. 
Loving is deservedly one of our 
best known and most popular 
men. 


MR. O. E. BROOKINS 


For more than 15 years Mr. 
O. E. Brookins has been a trusted 
employe of the owners of the Ger¬ 
main Building. He has served 
in the capacity of engineer and 
custodian of the building for a 
number of years, and by economi¬ 
cal living and judicious investment 
of his earnings, he has become one 


of the financially strong men 
of the community. His $40,000 
business block, to be erected this 
year, will add another to the val¬ 
uable business properties of our 
people in the city. This block 
will be erected on 9th street, near 
the San Pedro Street market, and 
is situated in a growing business 
center. This fact alone will

make the investment a paying 
one from the start. Mr. Brookins 
is a quiet, unassuming, exemplary 
young man, who is making a place 
for himself. 

The business of saving a part of 
their earnings cannot be too strongly 
impressed upon our young men. 
The colored man whether young 
or old who lives up to his income 
can never hope to be of any prac¬ 
tical service to himself or his com¬ 
munity. The wages received by 
Mr. Brookins for the past 15 years 
is the same as paid other young 
colored men for similar service; 
but he had an object in view and 
devoted all of his energies to its 
accomplishment. 


A CREDITABLE GROWTH OF 
THE NEGRO IN BUSINESS 

SOME DESERVED 

PROMOTIONS 


The year 1913 opens auspiciously 
for the colored people of this city. 
The number of business establish¬ 
ments conducted by Negroes have 
increased and all seem to rest 
upon a solid foundation. In other 
words, they have the respect and 
confidence of their patrons, the 
best assurances for ultimate success. 

The Negroes are represented in 
nearly every department of the 
city’s business and industries. 
While the Negro business and 
professional men have been to 
some extent handicapped, they are, 
no matter what the trade or pro¬ 
fession, generously patronized and 
encouraged by their white fellow 
citizens. The extent to which 
these helpful agencies have con¬ 
tributed to the success of the 
Negro business and professional 
people is hard to estimate. They 
are a valuable asset. The failure 
of the Negroes to properly patron¬ 
ize their own business men has 
been a serious handicap. But this 
oversight on the part of the Negroes 
is gradually being corrected. 

Negro Grocery Stores. 

In the grocery business, the 
Negroes are well represented, 
there being more than a score of 
such establishments. Taking 
into consideration, that owing to 
the small margin of profit at which 
groceries are sold, and the amount 
of business tact of high order that 
one must possess to succeed in 
that business, the colored grocers 
are doing remarkably well. 

Mr. W. H. Joyce. 

Mr. W. H. Joyce of 1520 W. 
35 th Place is another of our grocers 
who is holding his own. Mr. Joyce 
has no complaints to make; he 
simply guarantees fair treatment 
to all patrons. 

There are four grocery stores 
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at the Furlong Tract, three of 
which are on East 53rd Street. 

Mr. J. B. M. Cook. 

Mr. J. B. M. Cook of 1725 East 
53rd street, carries a complete 
stock of groceries and enjoys a 
good patronage' His is known 
as the “Square Deal” grocery, and 
his trade seems to justify the name. 

The Goodman Grocery. 

The Goodman Grocery at 1739 
East 53rd street, has been pur¬ 
chased by Mr. J. W. Gooch. 
This establishment is also wel) 
patronized. Mr. Gooch is a pro¬ 
minent member of the Working¬ 
men's Association, the owners 
of the buildings and grounds 
in which his business is conducted. 
He enjoys a good patronage and 
his business seems to be well 
established. 

The Thompson Grocery. 

One of the neatest and best 
kept grocery stores in the city is 
the Thompson Grocery, corner of 
Long Beach Avenue and 55th 
street. The building and grounds 
which consist of two lots and a 
substantial two story brick build¬ 
ing is owned by Mr. Thompson. 
He is a Tuskegeean, having headed 
the Publicity Department of Tus- 
kcgee for a number of years. 
His, owing to its situation, is 
one of the most valuable pieces 
of business property in that sec¬ 
tion. 

The Home Bakery. 

The Home Bakery, 5400 Long 
Beach Avenue, furnishes the neigh¬ 
borhood with first class bread, cakes 
and pies. Mr. Thomas Kinard, 
the propiretor, is a popular Spanish 
War Veteran and was for a number 
of years a baker in the Commissary 
department of the United States 
army. His place is well patronized 
and his permanent success is assur¬ 
ed. 


The Brown Grocery Store. 

€ The Erown Grocery Store at 
1338 East 33rd street, conducted 
by Mrs. M. C. Brown, enjoys a 
good patronage by the people of 
the community.

The Cozy Den, 809 East 9th 
street, owned by Mr. D. H. Adams, 
the well known hotel man is one 
of the finest establishments of the 
kind in the city. From the stand¬ 
point of modem finish and equip¬ 
ment it is a gem. Everything is 
absolutely first class ancf service 
unsurpassed. They serve the best 
tea and coffee to be had in the 
city. It is a beauty spot. 

Mr. W. H. Washington. 

Mr. W. H. Washington, whose 
real estate office, 312-13-14 Delta 
Building, 426 South Spring St., 
is one of the best known colored 
real estate dealers and promotors 
in the city. Mr. Washington has 
handled many large projects from 
time to time, furnishing employ¬ 
ment to many members of the race, 
thus contributing much to its pros¬ 
perity.
